TWENTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  MEETING 


IMr.  Espiii  pre.sictiug  said  '‘It  is  iii.v 
pi'ivilege  t<>  welc'onie  you  and  to  say 
liow  veiy  nice  it  is  to  see  siicli  a good 
attendajice  (aimut  70  peoiile  were 
2)ieseut) . 

I will  not  detain  you  with  a long  ac- 
count of  Uie  activities  of  the  Librai'y 
foi'  the  Blind,  you  will  hear  all  that 
in.  the  Secreiary's  r ei>ort  and  the 
Treixsurer's  report,  hut  of  course  like 
all  secretaries  there  is  always  an  omis- 
sion— she  has  not  asked  me  to  men- 
tion this  omission — everybody  clse’s 
work  is  mentioned  but  not  the  work 
of  our  honorary  Secretary,  Miss  Wood. 
We  are  jjarticularly  pleased  to  have 
the  Mayor  of  Grahamstorvu  liere  this 
afternoon.  I am  quite  sure  one  of  the 
brighte.st  jewels  in  his  chain  of  office 
is  tliat  there  is  a .South  African  l^ibrary 
for  the  Blind — that  fact  is  very  often 
overlooked.  1 think  that  more  people 
outside  Grahamstown  a.r6  aware  of  its 
existence  than  people  living  in  Gra- 
hamstown. I do  hope  that  the  Mayor 
is  going  to  say  that  no  visitor — of  an.v 
im[)oi-tance — goes  away  without  lun'- 
ing  seen  the  Libraiy  for  the  Blind.  1 
will  not  detain  you  any  longer,  but 
l>efor6  I ask  the  Treasurer  to  read  his 
statement  could  1 a.sk  you  to  stand 
for  one  moment  in  ttdbute  to  the 
memory  of  Miss  Blackwell,  IMi'.  Bowen, 
Mr.  Swart  and  others  who  have  died 
during  the  past  .year. 

THE  MAYOR. 

The  Mayor  said  ho  had  listened  to 
the  Secretary’s  reiKirt  with  great  in- 
terest and  congratulated  the  C'ouiicil 
and  workers  on  the  progress  made.  He 
was  suri>ri.sed  to  learn  tha.t  only  three 
municipailties  made  annual  donations, 
Neighbouring  towns  like  I’oii,  Eliza- 
Ireth  lieing  in  good  financial  positions 
hadn’t  given  even  a small  donation. 
Perhaps  it  was  their  ignorance.  Tlie 
filrairman  mentioned  how  few  |jeoi>le 
in  Grahamstown  seem  to  bo  aware  of 
the  Library  for  the  Blind.  He  was 


afraid  be  was  one  of  the  guilty  ones. 
He  had  often  driven  ii|i  High-street 
and  and  seen  the  Libraiy  and  that  wa-s 
all  he  knew.  Then  Miss  Wood  had 
asked  him  and  bis  wife  to  go  over  the 
Library  and  ho  was  absolutely  flabber- 
gasted to  see  the  amount  of  work 
tliat  was  done  there.  He  suggested 
that  a sixH'ial  ajqieal  be  niado  to  all 
local  authorrtie.s.  He  added:  “Tlie 
r.ibra.iy  for  the  Blind  sen-es  a nation- 
al i>urixise  and  f sincerely  hojie  that 
the  apjieal  will  meet  with  a resl)ons(^ 
that  may  be  encouraging  and  bring 
fuitber  ha))])ine.ss  li>  the  blind.” 

Dr.  Hogarth  iiiovchI  a hearty  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  Mayor.  He  said  it  was 
proverbial  that  the  peojile  wher  are 
most  busy  hayc^  time  to  spare.  The 
iMayor.  already  burdened  with  ‘'I'un- 
ning”  Grahamstown,  had  made  time  to 
come  and  give  his  excellent  advice  as 
to  appi'oachiug  various  difficulties. 

The  vote  was  carried  with  acclama- 
tion. The  Chairmap  said  the  Tabrary 
would  be  only  ton  pleased  to  send  out 
the  .Vnnual  Beport  to  all  municipali- 
ties. 

SECRETARY’S  REPORT. 

•July,  1918,  was  tlTe  time  for  nomi- 
nating members  of  tho  Council.  All 
were  renominated.  Towards  tlie  end  of 
the  year  Father  Nairne  resigned  be- 
cause he  was  leaving  Graliamstov/n. 
His  resignation  was  recoived  with  deep 
regret,  and  the  Council  expressed  their 
gratitude  for  liis  long  and  helpful  ser- 
vice. He  had  been  on  the  Council  for 
12  years,  and  was  the  nominee  of  the 
.fudges  of  the  Puprerae  Court,  Gra- 
hamstown. 

DEATHS. 

The  blind  world  in  Ponth  Africa  h,".s 
suffered  a grievous  loss  in  the  death 
of  Mr.  .tdv.  Bowen.  He  had  indeed 
demonstrated  ‘‘victory  over  blindness,” 
.'uid  bad  used  bis  blindness  as  an  oppor- 
tunity 'to  liel|i  these  blind  folk  wlio 
were  in  a less  fortnnatoi  po;;;tion  than 
he  w.as.  1:;  .\ugnst,  192.5,  he  travelled 
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frimi  Cii|jcto\vii  to  opou  uiir  Libiaiy 
building.  He  |K/iuied  out  that  “tliis 
little  ceiouiouy  luarks  a very  decided 
epoch  in  tiic  history  cf  tl'O  blind  in 
South  -\fiica,  and  is  the  first  occasion 
that  can  l)c  claimed  as  a national 
inovoinont.  ■'  'riic  next  occasion  ^^■as  the 
formation  of  the  "South  African 
National  ('ouucil  of  the  Blind”  in 
1929.  Air.  Boucu  was  olectt'd  its  fii'.st 
chairman,  and  remained  chairman  for 
the  rest  of  his  life. 

Mr.  Harry  (ireeinvood,  the  distin- 
guishe<l  musician  and  music  master, 
came  out  to  this  country  in  1904  to 
take  up  work  at  the  School  for  tho 
Blind,  Worcester,  and  retirerl  in  19.'fi. 
Mr.  Greenwood  prepared  both  blind 
and  sighted  pupils  for  music  examina- 
tioms,  with  great  success.  Alany  of  his 
pupils  are  ludding  leading  iiositions  in 
the  music  world  to-day.  Air.  Green- 
wood acted  as  adjudicator  at  Eisteild- 
fods  in  Capetown  and  I’retoria,  and  on 
several  occasions  lie  broadcast  in  Cape- 
town and  .lohannosburg.  We  much 
appreciate  Airs.  Greenwood’s  offer  of 
Braille  books  and  .shelves  belonging  to 
her  husband.  They  will  fonn  the 
“Greenwood  Alcmorial.” 

Another  reader,  Mr.  Alartin  Swart, 
died  last  year,  and  a lino  set  of  book 
shelves  have  been  presented  to  the 
Library,  with  a silver  plate  inscribed 
“These  bookshelves  are  dedicated  to  the 
memory  of  Alartiii  Swart,  for  28  years 
a happy  reader  of  the.  Library  books 
beloved  and  enjoyed  by  him.” 

Miss  Blackwell,  who  joined  the  staff 
in  1924  and  ga\  e many  years  of  devot- 
ed service  to  the  Library,  died  in  Aug- 
ust, 1948.  After  breaking  her  hfp  in 
1944  .she  was  jiliysically  helpless,  but 
she  wa.s  a continual  help  and  inspira- 
tion to  all  who  were  privileged  to  be  in 
contact  with  her.  She  was  beloved  by 
the  blind  readers  through  her  sympa- 
thetic braille  letters,  by  the  staff,  and 
by  sighted  folk  whom  she  trained  to 
write  braille.  As  will  be  .seen  in  the 
subscription  list,  a number  of  people 
made  gifts  to  tho  Library  funds  in 
memory  of  Aliss  Blackwell. 


THE  STAFF. 

There  have  been  chiuige.s  in  tlio  stall  . 
Unfortunately  Alis.s  Krause  felt  obliged 
to  resign  owing  to  continued  ill-health. 
She  is  greatly  missed  as  .she  wa.s  with 
us  for  28  year.s,  and  knows  so  much 
about  the  readers  and  their  tastes.  She 
had  the  contents  of  the  Library  at  her 
finger  tops,  and,  being  a great  reader 
and  having  had  a musical  training,  her 
knowledge  was  invalu.'xble.  Her  friends 
will  lie  glad  'to  know  th.at  she  is  able 
to  benefit  from  the  Provident  Eund, 
e.stablished  through  the  help  of  our 
friend.  Air.  Samuel  Thomson,  a few 
years  ago,  and  also  by  the  Staff  Sav- 
ing Fund  instituted  by  Air.  A'amey. 

In  the  Braille  end  Aloon  Tyjie  de- 
liartment  wo  have  Aliss  Levick  and 
Mrs.  Rivers  Gre.athead,  and  will  have 
Aliss  Ross  for  a few  months  longer. 
.After  that  Airs.  Feniandoz,  who  ha,s 
helped  us  on  one  occasion,  will  join  the 
staff  iiermanently. 

In  the  Talking  Book  depaitraent. 
Airs.  AA'inter  AIooio  went  overseas  for 
throe  months,  and  Alhss  Dorothy  Philip 
and  Aliss  Barbara  AA'^ilkie  took  turns  in 
filling  her  place. 

Aliss  Bspin  continues  to  do  secre- 
tarial work  and  keeps  tho  books.  She 
also  co|)es  with  ihe  Alusic  Record  de- 
liartment. 

Since  writing  this  Aliss  Espin  has  un- 
f/.rtunately  had  an  accident  and  is  in 
hospital  io  East  Ivondon.  We  hope  it 
won’t  be  long  before  she  retunis  to  us. 

VISITORS 

It  was  pleasing  to  hear  [from  Airs. 
Chadwick  Bates,  when  she  and  Aliss 
Stuart  Williams  visited  . the  Library, 
how  very  much  the  St.  Dunstan’s  men 
appreciate  the  books  and  records  they 
get  from  us.  We  ha<l  two  visitors  from 
AAhucester  School  for  the  Blind.  One, 
Air.  Nicholson,  borrows  technicid  books, 
as  he  is  taking  up  ma-ssage.  The  other, 
Afr.  A'^ilioen,  is  in  charge  of  the  Braille 
Printing  Press  and  Book  Binding  De- 
partment. We  have  our  hand  tran- 
scribed books  bound  at  Worecster,  and 
vei’y  excellently  done.  Two  interested 
visitors  were  Air.  Edge,  the  liead 
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Lilnwnaii  at  I’ort  Ifiliy.abetli,  and  one 
of  llie  librarians  lioni  tlio  f'ity  l/ibrary. 
Durban. 

TRANSCRIBERS. 

Our  tnuiscribers  liave  again  dono 
most  valuable  work,  and  their  b(M)ks 
are  in  great  demaiul.  Mis.s  Bislioj)  did 
'‘Most  Secret”  (5  volum©.s).  She,  with 
Father  Millaitl,  completetl  ‘‘Lorna 
Doone,”  which  had  sevcial  volumes 
missing.  Miss  Canning  did  “Cabbages 
and  Cream”  (3^yol.s.);  “Pack  and  Fol- 
low” (8  vols.);  “Ouma  Looks  Back” 
(3  vols.);  “Opening  Doorways”  (‘2 
vols.);  “Beyond  the  Laager”  (4  vols.). 
She  also  completed  “Turnip  Tops” 
begun  by  Mra.  Leach.  Mrs.  Lennox 
“In  Search  of  South  Afiica”  (2  vols.); 
Mrs.  Rfitsey  “Africa  Drum.s”  (8  vols); 
“Ti'aveller  from  Tokyo  ’ (3  vols.). 

Mrs.  Rose  Innes,  “Rufus’’  (2  vols.); 
Miss  Steinliobel  “South  African  Short 
Stories”  (3  vols.);  “My  Eyes  have  a 
Cold  Nose”  (4  vols.);  “So  Few  Are 
Free”  (4  vols.). 

Miss  Marjorie  Watson  (a  reader) 
has  re-copied  "Sally  of  Ithode.sia”  (3 
vols.).  Miss  Watson  continues  to  train 
sighted  {leople  to  transcribe  Braille, 
with  great  success.  She  ,is  also  an 
efficient  proofreader.  I should  mention 
that  “Ouma  Looks  Back”  is  a book  of 
reminiscences  l)y  one  ot  our  readers, 
Mrs.  Leviseur,  of  Bloemfontein.  vShe 
kindly  gav'e  us  print  copies.  We  have 
also  been  given  print  cn[)ies  of 
“Romance”"  rnd  “A  Square  Deal.” 
Tliese  are  Zulu  .st-orieft  written  b.y 
another  reiider,  Di  . Mobeiij'.  We  are 
looking  fonvard  to  having  tlieui  put 
into  Braille.  The  Guild  ol  Church 
Braillists  sent  us  ‘ C’ollectr'd  PaiH'rs  of 
Bv'elyn  Underhill  ' and  other  religious 
works  done  b.v  their  own  trauscrilHU'S. 

MUSIC  RECORDS. 

Forty-one  albums  of  recoids  were  is- 
sued during  the  year;  three  records 
were  broken  and  two  of  these  have 
been  replaced;  but  we  are  unable  ti> 
replace  the  first  record  of  Beethoven's 
Kreutzer  Sonata.  The  recoids  are 
much  a|>preciated.  One  reader  said : 
“T  was  pleasantly  surprised  to  receive

often  listened  to  it  before,  but  1 find 
it  simply  glorious  to  play  it  over  to 
myself.”  Another  reader  makes  no 
ciioiee  of  rcH-ords  because,  ho  says,  “1 
like  to  think  of  each  parcel  as  a siir- 
priso  packet,  not  knowing  what  the 
ne.xt  is  going  to  be.” 

BOOKS. 

At  the  end  oi  the  year  we  had  11,£H.H) 
\olumes  (Braille  ami  iMoon)  on  the 
shelves.  We  bought  221  \oluines  and 
were  given  251  (including  those  tran- 
scribed for  us).  Three  ^■oluIues  were 
discarded.  .Vmong  other  hooks  bought 
were  "Marvels  oi  the  East,”  "Chess 
Questions  Auswereil.  " "Basket  Mak- 
ing " and  a short  biographical  sketch 
of  "The  Late  Capt.  Sir  Beechcroft 
'J’owse  V.C.”  During  the  year  7,5(17 
volumes  were  circulated.  Headers  gave 
us  books,  music.  Pandas,  copies  of  the 
"Digests’’  (intiudiug  Rearlers',  World, 
and  Kuglish  Digests),  all  in  gtaid  con- 
dition We  are  very  grateful  for 
these,  and  for  a number  of  English 
and  Afrikaans  books  gi'en  us  by  the 
Worcester  School  for  the  Blind.  The  32 
Afrikaans  liooks  were  specially  wel- 
come as  there  is  no  oilier  source  from 
which  wo  can  get  them. 

Loan  Books.  — ■ For  many  years  we 
have  borrowed  books  from  the  National 
Library  for  the  Blind.  London,  and 
for  this  iirivilege  we  have  paid  £5  per 
annum  In  .lanuary,  1948,  we  had  a 
letter  from  the  London  library  saying 
tehy  were  "facing  difficult  times  finan- 
cially”; they  were  herefore  “asking 
lOs.  per  head  for  each  I'eader  served 
indirectly  through  public  libraries.” 
Our  Council  decided  o make  a grant  of 
10s.  per  head  for  the  49  leaders  using 
the  loan  Ixavks  through  us,  and  we  sent 
€25  for  tlie  eurrent  year.  The  position 
is  to  be  reviewed  from  year  to  3’ear. 

Magazines. — We  get  39  magazines, 
and  readers  frequently  give  us  extra 
copies.  Altogether  7,309  were  issued 
during  he  j'ear.  Two  magazines  are 
produced  in  South  Africa.  The  Wor- 
cester School  produces  a bilingual 


iiiagii^'iiie,  “Die  Nuwo  I’ionier,  " pub- 
lished foinuglitiy.  Miss  Marjorie  Wat- 
son edits  and  brailles  the  'Hraille 
Notes  and  News’’  (luarterly.  She 
sends  us  three  copies,  and  we  could  do 
with  more  to  meet  the  demand.  We 
send  her  £21  |bowards  its  production. 
She  is  glad  to  receive  articles  ol'  in- 
terest to  tile  blind.  She  gives  now.s 
of  readers  and  she  reviews  new  Ih'aille 
books  in  tlie  Library. 

READERS. 

.Vmong  the  delegates  at  the  Kast 
London  meeting  ot  the  S.A.  .National 
Council  of  the  Hiind.  in  November, 
wei'e  live  of  our  reader.s — .Mr.  Kiicbs 
was  one  vif  tlic  rciu  esentativcs' of  the 
Capetown  .'■viciety;  Mr.  Coben  and  Air. 
Thomas  of  the  .loliannesburg  Society; 
and  Air.  H.  S<-hutto  and  Miss  .1.  Cun- 
ningham of  the  S..V.  Blind  Workers' 
Association,  Later  Air.  I‘'uchs  was  co- 
opted on  the  e.vecutive  to  lepresent 
the  blind  of  the  country. 

Miss  Schuttfc  is  an  approved  .Afii- 
kaans  transcriber  and  has  started  do- 
ing a book  for  the  Library.  Aliss 
Connie  Aucamp,  an  ,old  pupil  of  Wor- 
cester, has  just  got  !ier  degrem  For 
the  last  two  years  she  .studied  at  home 
by  correspondence.  .She  writes  that 
“the  help  of  the  Library  has  been  in- 
valualile."  She  has  now  entered  .Stel- 
lenbosch I'niver.sity,  and  hope.s  to  take 
lier  Al..\.  and  then  a teaching  course. 

Air.  Pieter  Kruger  ha.s  had  furt'.ier 
successes  with  Ids  music  pupils.  Tliei'e 
were  nine  passe.s  --  one  with  honours 
and  seien  had  honourablo  mention. 
Mr.  Kruger  is  one.  of  tliose  who  appre- 
ciate the  mu.sic  records. 

We  have  bad  many  grateful  letter.si 
from  readers.  One  reader  in  Durban 
wrote  of  the.  comfort  and  entertain- 
ment the  books  had  given  him,  and  re- 
ferred to  the  efficient  service  and  at- 
tention he  had  receii  ed.  He  mentioned 
to  friends  controlling  trust  funds  that 
the  Library  de'-erved  support  and.  n.s 
a result,  we  receii’ed  checpies  foi'  £21 
anri  £2."). 

.\.  St.  Dunstan's  man  writes  grate- 
fully of  •'the  kind  attention  and  trou- 


ble taken  in  kee))ing  us  blind  folk  sup- 
plied with  books,  etc.  1 appreciate  it 
very  much  jsi,  ol  cour.se,  a.s  do  alt 
the  others.’’ 

Six  readers  died  during  the  year,  in- 
cluding Aliss  Alos.sie  van  Niekerk  and 
Airs.  Corisande  Ha.vward.  Their  b<K>ks 
have  been  given  to  the  Library. 

TALKING  BOOK  DEPARTMENT 

At  the  begiiuiing  of  the  year  two 
cases  containing  ten  . talking  book 
machines  iarrued.  They  were  i>art  of 
an  order  for  nO  machine.s,  .sent  eari.v 
Uf47.  The  Lnion-C“a.stle  brought  them 
out  freight  free  to  Port  Elizalreth.  Tiie 
cost  in  London  was  £12  15s.  WitJi 

dock  dues,  railage,  and  repacking  in- 
to separate  cases,  the  price  amounted 
to  £l;f  11s.  (Id.  The.se  machines  have 
given  very  great  jileasiire  and  more  are 
eagerly  awaited.  I may  say  that 
through  the  generosity  of  Miss  Harvey, 
of  Barkly  Bridge,  we  have  sent  a large 
Hi'der  to  JCngland.  Possibly  the  import 
control  nia,y  prevent  our  getting  the 
11)0  machine.s  we  liope  for. 

The  number  of  book  records  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  12,221.  New 
records  and  repl.u  cments  amounted  to 
()()4  (actually  'ika  new  titles  as  a few 
were  second  copic.s) . We  had  gifts  of 
Li  records  (one  book)  from  a reader, 
and  17  records  (two  books)  from  the 
N.  I B.  Alogether  there,  are  720  title.s 
(31  more  than  last  .year)  but  there  are 
quite  a number  cf  duplicates.  Popular 
additions  were:  “Aly  Eyes  have  a ('old 
Nose,”  “The  Egg  and  I,”  2110111 

Street,”  “Atomic  Energy  in  the  Coni- 
ing  Era”  and  a couple  of  Dickens’ 
Novels. 

During  the  year  83  reader.s,  including 
vhre?  institutions,  used  the  records. 
One  reader  dieil  and  there  were  18  new 
ones. 

The  circulation  amounted  to  29,1S3, 
rather  less  than  the  previous  year: 
and  there  were  7.3  breakages,  mostly  in 
the  |)ost.  ^ 

The  only  magazines  available  in 
Palking  Book  Records  are  ‘‘Readers 
Digests”  amounting  to  180  records  for 
twelve  issues.  (These  are  not  counted 
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ill  storU  as  tlisy  mo  retiiincd  to 
Aiiienoa  to  be  ropiiliHHl. ) 

The  talking  hooks  are  greatly  appro- 
ciatod.  One  man  said:  “Tlie  Talking 
books  have  saved  my  reason.’'  Another 
man  says  "It  ia  nice  to  Iw  able  to  read 
a book  while  I am  shaving!" 

We  were  glad  to  tm  able  to  get  100 
new  fibre  case,s  in  three  sizes  from 
America. 

BIENNIAL  MEETING  OF 
THE  S.A.N.C.B. 

iMiss  Woml  and  Miss  'Spurling  at- 
tended this  conference  ns  d^egates  of 
the  Librai'y  tor  the  Blind.  Miss 

Wood  was  re-elected  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  CViiincil.  In  her 
report,  Miss  Spurling  said:  ’‘There 
were  only  two  resolutions  directly 
affecting  the  S.A.  Library  for  the 
Blind.  Our  own  resolution  “That  le- 
newed  efforts  should  be  made  by  the 
Council  to  produce  Afrikaans  Talking 
Book  records”  was  pas.sed  without 
opiKisition. 

Jlr.  Vaughan  (Vice-Principal  of  the 
Worcester  .School  for  the  Blind)  said 
that  Jf  an  aluminium  master  record 
were  made  in  South  Afric.a,  it  would  be 
possible  to  have  the  records  made  in 
the  TTnited  States  of  America.  Mr, 
Fuchs  (Caiietown)  suggested  that  the 
Council  approach  the  S.A.  Brondca.st- 
ing  Corporation. 

Tlie  .second  resolution  was  sponsored 
by  the  Pretorta  Civilian  Blind  Society, 
and  was  an  imstruction  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  to  approach  the  Gov- 
ernment to  ask  that  import  restrictions 
should  not  apply  to  materials  for  the 
use  of  the  blind.  This  was  ))as.scd 
without  opposition. 

Miss  Spurling  also  mentioned  that 
the  members  of  the  conference  were  en- 
tertained at  the  Holiday  Home  for  the 
Blind  at  Hillcoornhe,  and  met  some  1? 
guests  who  were  loud  in  their  praises 
of  Hilcoomhs.  It  hoped  that  the  R..^. 
Railways  may  accede  to  the  rerjue.st  of 
the  conference  for  a free  rail  warrant 
once  a yeai*  for  eveiy  blind  person,  so 
that  many  more  people  will  he  able  to 
enjoy  the  delights  of  this  holiday  home.

Gifts  in  kind  were  C.hristma.se  cards 
and  playing  cards,  these  last  brailled 
lor  us  by  .Mr.  .Meaker.  Music  recxnd.s 
from  Mrs.  von  Linsingcn.  French 
books  and  a Braille  machine  from  Miss 
C.  Guard.  Miss  Couldridge  also  gave 
a Braille  machine  and  a quantity  of 
Braille  paiier,  and  also  a printed  cojiy 
of  Webster's  dietnniary. 

Public  lihrartes  have  had  collecting 
bo.xes,  and  the  coloured  label  with  a 
small  hoy  reading  Braille  has  proved 
attractive;  and  the  amounts  received 
have  increased  from  £91  lls.  in  1947 
to  £109  8s.  in  1948.  The  Witbank 
Club  box  headed  the  list,  closely  fol- 
lowed by  Aliwal  North  and  King- 
wiiliamstown. 

Ijocally,  the  Women’s  l/cagiie  of 
Help  had  a street  collection.  Aliss  L. 
'Mullins  again  made  rosettes  which  were 
sold  at  the  St  .Andrew’s  sports.  We 
much  appreciate  all  these  ways  of  helj)- 
iug  us,  and  we  should  like  to  mention 
the  practical  help  given  by  the  Stand- 
:ird  Bank,  the  Eastern  Province 
Guardian  Co.,  the  Press  and,  not  least, 
the  Po.st  Office  officials  who  handle 
thousands  of  our  parcels  and  letters. 

TREASURER’S  REPORT. 

As  the  accounts  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1948  will  shortly  be 
printed  and  circulated  there  is  no 
need  for  me  to  go  into  details  and  I 
will  therefore  confine  myself  to  draw- 
ing attention  to  a few  important 
points. 
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Oul'  total  Revenue  lamounted  to 
f2,112,  a gratifying  increase  of  £289 
mainly  under  the  head  of  Donations, 
though  I should  lige  to  mention  that 
the  Transvaal  Provincial  Council  in- 
creased its  grant  by  £75,  while  the 
Johannesburg  City  Council  gave  us 
an  ladditional  £17  10s.  Od. 

On  the  other  ^hand  bur  total  run- 
ning expenses  only  showed  an  in- 
crease of  £37,  but  we  deemed  it 
wise  to  increase  the  rate  of  depreciat- 
tion  written  off  Books  and  Cases  and 
off  Talking  Book  Records  and  Equip- 
ment as  experience  has  proved  that 
these  assets  have  not  the  life  we  had 
anticipated. 

The  nett  result  for  the  year  you 
will  note  is  a deficit  of  £167  only 
slightly  more  than  the  previous  year, 
but  less  than  that  for  1946. 

Our  receipts  from  special  dona- 
tions, which  are  credited  to  Capital 
-Account  amounted  to  £321  compared 
with  £128  the  previous  year,  but  our 
capital  receipts  for  1947  exceeded 
those  of  1948  owing  to  our  having 
received  two  bequests.  Leaving 
these  out  of  account  the  public,  as 
individuals,  .supported  us  to  the  ex- 
tent of  .£1,475,  an  increase  over  the 
previous  year  of  £385. 

Our-  expenditure-  on-  Capital-  Ac- 
count only  amounted  to  £284  less 
than  one  half  of  the  amount  spent 
in  1947.  This  is  evidence  of  the  diffi- 
culty we  continue  to  experience  in 
importing  books  and  records  and 


which  we  hope  will  not  be  increased 
as  the  lesult  of  Import  Control.  As 
a consequence  of  this  inability  to 
obtain  material  our  liquid  assets  have 
been  increased  and  at  the  end  of 
1948  ,we  had  a isum  of  .just  over 
£4,700  available  for  the  modest 
amount  of  Working  Capital  we  re- 
quire and  for  the  purchase  of  equip- 
ment when  this  is  freely  obtainable; 
this  is  pxclusive  of  the  £1,000  ear- 
marked for  Afrikaans  Talking  Book 
Records.  While  this  is  satisfactory 
under  existing  conditions  I would 
emphasise  that  it  will  not  last  long 
once  production  in  England  and 
America  overtakes  demand  land  we 
are  .able  to  import  all  we  should  like 
to  obtain  and  thus  extend  the  service 
we  render  to  the  Blind  in  the  whole 
of  South  Africa. 

The  only  other  item  I wish  to  refer 
to  is  the  Staff  Provident  Fund  which 
at  ;31st  December  last  amounted  to 
£2,688  which  was  separately  invested. 
This  Fund  has  been  provided  almost 
entirely  by  the  generosity  of  private 
donors,  our  Society’s  contribution 
being  limited  to  the  modest  amount 
of  £50  per  annum. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  ex- 
press our  gratitude  to  Mr.  Wagstaff, 
cur  .Auditor,  who  not  only  certifies 
our  accounts  but  prepares  them  after 
first  writing  up  our  books — a most 
valuable  service  which  bears  no  re- 
lation at  all  to  the  purely  nomiiral 
fee  we  pay  him.

RULES. 


1.  The  books  are  lent  free  of  charge. 

2.  The  books  go  by  post  by  special  rate  to  any  part  of  the  Union. 

(For  rates  see  back  of  cover.)  Books  must  not  be  sent  by 
rail. 

3.  Readers  are  requested  to  send  a list  of  books  required,  and  to 

return  each  volume  as  soon  as  read.  * 

4.  A volume  may  be  kept  for  one  month  unless  needed  for  study, 

when,  with  the  permission  of  the  Librarian,  it  may  be 
kept  for  a longer  period. 

5.  Readers  are  asked  not  to  keep  magazines  or  knitting  pat- 

terns, but  to  return  each  one  with  the  book  with  which 
it  is  sent. 

6.  Readers  are  begged  to  take  great  care  of  the  books,  to  keep 

them  clean  and  free  from  damp,  and  not  to  turn  down 
pages. 

7.  Canvas  covers,  cardboard  covers  or  strong  paper  and  string 

are  used  for  packing  the  books.  Readers  should  pack  the 
books  carefully  in  these  for  return  postage. 

8.  Readers  are  begged  to  let  the  Librarian  know  at  once  of  any 

change  of  address. 

9.  Any  infectious  or  contagious  illness  shall  at  once  be  notified 

to  the  Librarian. 

10.  Anyone  wanting  to  borrow  books  should  send  a letter  of 

reference  from  a J.P.,  a clergyman  or  other  well-known 
person  acquainted  with  them. 

11.  All  letters  referring  to  books,  Braille  paper,  etc.,  should  be

LITERATURE  FOR  THE  BLIND. 

Papers  of  any  kind,  periodicals,  and  books,  impressed  or  to  be 
impressed  in  “Braille,”  or  other  special  type  for  the  use  of  the 
blind,  when  posted  within  the  Union  for  transmission  to  a place 
within  the  Union,  are  transmissible  at  the  rate  given  below,  pro- 
vided  that  they — 

(а)  do  not  contain  any  communication,  either  in  writing  or 
printed  in  ordinary  type,  except  the  title  and  table  of 
contents  of  the  book  or  periodical  and  any  key  to  or 
instructions  for  the  use  of  the  special  type,  or  any  enclosure- 
except  a label  for  the  return  of  the  packet; 

(б)  bear  on  the  outside  the  inscription  "Literature  for  the 
Blind,”  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  sender; 

(c)  be  posted  either  without  a cover  or  in  a cover  open  at 
both  ends  which  can  easily  be  removed  for  examinatiott 


of  the  contents ; 

For  a packet  not  exceeding  31b.  in  weight Jd, 

For  a packet  exceeding  31b.  and  not  exceeding  71b Id- 

For  a packet  exceeding  71b.  and  not  exceeding  111b lid- 

For  a packet  exceeding  111b.  and  not  exceeding  151b.  6oz.  . . 2d. 


The  limit  of  weight  is  15Ib.  6oz.,  and  the  maximum  dimensions 
are  the  same  as  for  letters. 

Voice  records  on  discs,  styled  “Talking  Book  records,”  securely 
packed,  are  also  transmissible  at  the  above  rates,  provided  they  are- 
despatched  from  or  addressed  to  certain  recognised  institutes  for 
the  blind.
